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Naylor case: 



MFU head resigns post

John Thompson has resigned 
his post as President of the 
McGIII Faculty Union (MFU), 
protesting Its handling of the 
Naylor controversy. 

In his words, "I wasn't able to 
bring a successful conclusion 
to the Naylor case and I felt that 
the union had lost confidence in 
me". Thompson had been 
president of the MFU since last 
April and has regularly partici- 
pated In the organization for the 
past six years. 

The resignation was submit- 
ted at yesterday's MFU meeting 



following the debate concern- 
ing the Naylor case. Once more 
reiterating his support for 
Naylor, Thompson said, "There 
is no doubt he deserves a three 
year contract," adding that 
Naylor was "a first rate 
economic historian, as well as a 
fine teacher". 

In regards to the MFU's 
treatment of Naylor, Thompson 
declared that he was "sorry for 
the. way Naylor is being strung 
between the Faculty and the 
Economics Department". 
Greeted with an acquiescing 
silence amongst the represent- 



atives, Thompson's resignation 
became effective Immediately. 

The Vice-President of the 
MFU then took over the Chair 
and the meeting proceeded onto 
trie next item on the agenda, the 
wage-control protests slated for 
October 14. 

Despite his resignation, 
Thompson's Interest in the MFU 
has not diminished. He was the 
first member of the MFU to 
volunteer to leave for Quebec 
City In order to support the 
striking professors at Laval 
University. 



Science TAs face cuts

Teaching assistants in the 
McGIII Science Faculty have 
been hit with an unexpected 
reduction in their salaries. 
Professor J. P. Gibbs of' the 
Biology Department, speaking 
at a meeting of Senate 
yesterday, explained that the 
teaching assistants were facing 
serious financial hardships as a 
result of the cutbacks. 

The crisis, is due to a 
misunderstanding between the 
Science Faculty and the Admin- 
istration. Professor Gibbs refer- 
red to a report entitled "Faculty 
of Science: Conditions of 
Support for Graduate Stu- 



s," which was submitted to 
"Ad-Hoc Committee to 



dents, 
the 

Investigate the Employment of 
Graduate Studentsjn a Teach- 
ing Capacity" In May of this 
year. 

The report contains propo- 
sals for an increase in funds to 
the Faculty of Science to 
compensate for an expansion of 
the teaching assistant staff this 
year. - 

The Faculty of Science 
assumed that- the money had 
been approved over the summer 
and employed all of its teaching 
assistants for the year. 

Yesterday, however, the 
Committee claimed that the 



report had not yet been 
considered because —it had 
arrived late In May and meetings 
to discuss It had not been held 
over the summer. , 

As a result the money is not 
yet available, nor is the time at 
which it will be approved and 
handed over-to the Faculty. 

Other Items discussed at 
yesterday's meeting wore; a 
question on the late arrival of 
University funds from the 
Ministry, a motion to recognize - 
the revised retirement regula- 
tions of the full-time teaching 
staff, and a motion to adopt the 
Ad-Hoc Committee report on 
"Draft Guidelines on Consult- 
ing" for professors. 




Citizens deprived of water

The City of Montreal has shut 
off the water of 19 families of 
welfare recipients In Polnt-Aux 
Trembles for their refusal to pay 
their water tax, the Dally learned 
late last night from sources in 
the welfare rights group, 
L'Association pour la Defense 
des Droits Sociaux (ADDS). 

Terming the City's action 
"shocking" and "Incredible", 
ADDS spokespeople an- 
nounced that welfare recipients 
and their supporters will picket 
Hotel de Ville this afternoon 
from 2 to 3pm to demand that 
the City restore service to the 
families immediately. 

ADDS has campaigned for 
three years to overturn the 
Montreal, water tax, which 
critics generally concede is 
regressive and inequitable for 
the disproportionate burden it 
places on the poor. The welfare 
rights advocates have focused 
immediate energies on mobiliz- 
ing welfare recipients to refuse 
to pay the tax, on the grounds

that assistance cheques do not 
stay abreast of the rising cost of 
living — let alone enable 
recipients to afford a water tax 
bill. 

The city's apparent retaliation 
against Pointe-Aux-Trembles 
residents who have refused to 
pay emerges in the wake of 
public assurances by the 
Drapeau administration that it 
would not persecute social 
assistance recipients for defy- 
ing the tax. On September 8, 
ADDS challenged the tax at a 
press conference at which it 
announced that thousands of 
welfare. recipients are prepared 
to burn their bills. Two days 
later the city published a press 
release saying that it was 
willing to work out arrange- 
ments with welfare people who 
couldn't afford the tax. 

Although pleased that the 
City responded to their mobil- 
ization, . ADDS staffpeople 
emphasized that it was inade- 
quate for the city to allow 
payments of bills over an

. extended period of time with no 
interest— that welfare recipi- 
ents could simply not afford the 
tax. Whether paid now or later; 
"It's the same amount^ of:, 
money," observed one ADDS 
staffer. 

While some social assistance 
recipients now . live without 
water in their homes, apparently 
a number of others who are in 
arrears on their water tax have 
been visited by City officials 
who have made lists of seizable 
goods. Montreal Citizens Move- 
ment Councillor Arnold Bennett 
condemned on Tuesday what he . 
termed attempts at "intimida- 
ting" social assistance recipi- 
ents into paying their bills. 

In their organizing campaign 
against the tax, ADDS has 
stressed that legal conse- 
quences to which tax resistors 
are liable appear minimal. Since 
only the individual who posses- 
ses more than $1000 worth of 
personal property Is subject to 
seizure of property, most

The existing evaluation 
system has also been prey to 
land speculators, according to 
Bennett. 

At the earlier meeting, 
Drapeau also unveiled plans for 
a new relationship between the 
City and other levels of 
government, which according 
to the Mayor, will accord 
municipalities "dynamic power 
In constitutional negotiations." 
The municipalities of Quebec, 
he feels, are "marked for a great 
destiny." He- added that they 
have been hampered by their 
dependence on the provincial 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs 
and the existing regressive tax 
system. 

But, according to the MCM, 
Drapeau's solution of a tax 
credit system has long been a 
part of their program. The tax 
credit system already' existing 
In a form In Ontario and 
Manitoba, calls for municipal 
financing to be done through 
the provincial income tax form, 
with progressively rated 
rebates. 

According to Bennett, the 
MCM does not mind if Drapeau 
borrows our program. It's just 
that he "has done nothing to 
alleviate the immediate effects 
of the taxation system and of 
his warped priorities." 

The municipal opposition 
party also cites the Administra-

Montreal Mayor Jean Dra- 
peau, speaking at a meeting of 
the province's municipal admin- 
istrators yesterday, criticized 
the City's present revenue- 
gathering structures as the 
most "disagreeable form of 
taxation", indicating tfTey are 
regressive with respect to home 
owners. 

But at a separate meeting last 
night, Drapeau's own admini- 
stration came under fire, and his 
newly adopted tax evaluation 
policies were labelled as 
"hypocritical". The meeting, 
held in the outlying city district 
of Riviere des Prairies, grouped 
100 local homeowners angered 
by the City's high rate and poor 
servicing for the area. 

The present tax evaluation 
system places the onus on 
homeowners rather than on 
commercial property., owners. 
According to tax critic Arnold 
Bennett of the Montreal Citi- 
zens' Movement, who spoke at 
the Rivieres des Prairies meet- 
ing, the tax burden in 1971 was 
split almost equally between 
the two groups saying that, "In 
1976 there's a gap of $500 
million in favour of the 
commercial owners." He went 
on to cite examples of disparate 
rate increases -between the two 
groups. "Evaluations for homes 
outside the city core have 

doubled since 1970, but Dupuis iion's refusal to let taxpayers

From the outset, we have supported Tom Naylor's struggle fora 
fair contract because we wére Interested In the quality of liberal arts 
education at McGill. Such education does not happen without good 
teachers and good scholars, and Naylor has demonstrated to his 
colleagues and his students that he is both.. 

Our support has taken the form of editorial agreement with the 
Economics Department's solid backing of Naylor. As long as the 
manoeuvrlngs of the Economics Department enhance the 
prospects of liberal arts education at McGill, I.e. In this case the 
retention of Tom Naylor at terms fairest and most cognizant of his 
talents, we wish to reiterate our firm support for that Department's 
position. 

' As events have developed, it has become reasonably clear that 
wider issues than the fate of one professor have come to pervade 
the Naylor case. If we assume that the three-year contract offered by 
Dean Vogel is materially the same for Naylor as the kind of 
appointment the Economics Department persists In fighting for, 
we must finally say that factors other than the personal welfare of 
Naylor are motivating the Economics Department to continue its 
struggle. 

Some evidence points to the Department's concern for 
"autonomy" from Faculty of Arts procedures for appointing 
professors. A fear that Dean Vogel must feel is that were such 
autonomy granted to Economics, all otherdepartments would want 
the same— which might place an unworkable strain on Arts Faculty 
monies. 

• If the situation is one of a "localised" power struggle within the 
Faculty of Arts, it is unclear what enhancing effectif might have on 
liberal arts at McGill. The Naylor case should not be allowed to 
become an opportunity for such unproductive, short-sighted 
conflict within the Faculty. 

But it is not necessarily bad to make the Naylor case larger than 
the immediate imperative that Naylor be teaching McGill students. 
, Naylor is a symbol, a symptom of a much larger problem than a 
bureaucratic hassle between the honourable head of a good 
department and a Dean of a faculty besieged by cutbacks from 
above. 

All parties must see that the Naylor case should be blown up to 
raise the wider question of the quality of the liberal arts education 
at McGill. The Economics Department is right to want autonomy, 
i.e. the capacity and flexibility to assess scholars' potential, and to 
hire when so moved: Unfortunately, to war against the Dean of the 
Faculty, no matter how productive in the short run for the 
department, will never guarantee that capacity and flexibility in any 
broader, long lasting sense to all Arts departments. 

Economic realities in society have produced a trend away from 
liberal arts and towards other faculties. The university money is 
going elsewhere; cutbacks from liberal arts are pervasive. Some 
cutbacks may be forestalled by shrewd administration; however, 
only a strong, united front of all departments In the Faculty 
insisting upon the significance of their role in the university will 
save liberal arts. 

. The decisions that establish the parameters within which Dean 
Vogel, Professor Asimakopulos and all the Arts departments work 
are made at levels higher than the Faculty Dean. 
If, indeed, the issue of Naylor's retention at equitable terms has 
been solved by Vogel's three -year -contract offer; and- if, 
consequently, it is other motives which impel the Economics 
Department to prolong the controversy, we are faced with saying 
that Naylor has been used. But that use is not necessarily bad if it 
makes the conflict reach past an in tra-f acuity dispute to higher 
levels In the University. This Is what all who are involved who wish

welfare people are exempt. And 
ADDS has consistently argued 
that cutting off water service Is 
illegal, if for no other reason 
than that such action would 
seem to violate health codes.

The group has 
urged all supporters of the 
social assistance recipients to 
turn out and demand that the 
City relent at once.

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Bookstore frustrates students and staff

The McGill University Book- 
store has been accused of gross 
incompetence and mismanage- 
ment by both students and 
professors. 

At the same time, the 
bookstore denies all charges of 
incompetence and claims that 
the professors are at fault. 

Meanwhile, students en- 
counter the annual problems of 
required text shortages, long 
lines, and general disorganiza- 
tion. 

"The management of the 
bookstore is lousy," said 
Professor Riggs of the History 
Department. He claims that the 
major problem is space 
allocation. "Books are piled up, 
and filed alphabetically by 
author which makes it easier for 
the bookstore but very difficult 
for the students." 

McGill University Bookstore 
manager, George Ramsey 
admitted that there is a definite 
space allocation problem, but 
that there was little that could 
be done by the bookstore staff. 
"The McGill University Admini- 
stration can't find more space 
for the bookstore, so what are 
we going to do?" 

Ramsey attributes the short- 
ages of texts to the 
irresponsibility of the profes- 
sors. He claimed that a letter is 
sent out each spring informing 
the professors of deadlines for 
requisitions of books. "This 
letter is very clear and we invite 
the professors to talk to us 
about any specific requests that . 
"They" mâyTiâv^b~uT7ï07Teof them'; 
ever do." 

Ramsey explained that the 
bookstore operates on a policy 
by which 90 percent of the 
books requisitioned by the 
professor are ordered. A former 
bookstore employee added that 
frequently less than 90 percent 
of the books are ordered.. She 
said that the bookstoredoes not 
want to be stuck with a surplus 
of books so ordering is also 
based on how well the books for 
a specific professor sold the 
previous year. ' 

"If a, professor orders 500 
books and only half are sold, 
we're not going to order 500 
books the following year," said 
an employee in charge of 
ordering 



But Professor Riggs claims 
that the bookstore operates on a 
"Catch-22" policy. "The book- 
store orders a percentage of the 
books requisitioned, based on 
how well the books sold the 
previous year. Each year the 
bookstore runs short of books 
for certain courses and must 
reorder. However, by the time 
the second order of books 
arrives, students no longer need 
the book : they have either given 
up or bought the book 
somewhere else. Consequent- 
ly, the second shipment sits in 
the bookstore unsold. This 
surplus of reordered books is 
treated as an overorder. As a 
result, fewer books are ordered 
than are requisitioned, creating 
another shortage of books." 

Many professors have simply 
given up on the university 
bookstore. They order from 
private stores in the city but 
even those stores are somewhat 
inefficient. But Riggs claimed 
that "if all the professors did 
deal with the university 
bookstore the operation would 
be inundated beyond repair". 

Ramsey explained that there 
is a bookstore committee that 
tries to solve some of the store's 
problems. This committee 
consists of McGill professors, 
students, and administrators. 
So far this year the committee 
has not met. 

Riggs said that a possible 
solution would be to have a 
group of management students 



do a complete study of the 
bookstore, to develop and 
implement some new organiza- 
tion and policies. He added that 
the bookstore probably receives 
more blame than it deserves but 
nevertheless, the people profit- 
ing from the bookstore should 
be the Students, and not its 
management. 

Ramsey, who has been 
manager for the past 25 years 
said that nothing is new. The 
problems are the same but this 
year is a much better year than 
most in terms of organization. 
He said, "There is no bookstore 
that can carry all books. We 
tried once and for every dollar of 
books sold, we were three 
dollars overstocked". 

Caught in the middle of this 
dispute between the faculty and 
the bookstore management are 
the students. The number of 
complaints from the students 
have grown to the point where 
many are simply giving up in 
frustration. "Professors say 
they've ordered the books in 
May and they still aren't in," 
complained one student. A- 
nother commented that the 
bookstore is "inconvenient, 
disorganized and they're afraid 
to overorder, they might be 
stuck with 4 or 5 extra books." 

As of now there are no known 
plans for any policy changes 
this year. Until the Bookstore 
Committee meets it is unlikely 
that the bookstore will see any 
real improvement.

Water tax protest rains on City Hali

In spite of the rain, approxi- 
mately 400 social assistance 
recipients and old-age pension- 
ers gathered outside City Hall 
yesterday to protest Montreal's 
water tax. 

The protesters, carrying um- 
brellas and clad in plastic 
garbage bags, paced in front of 
City Hall singing slogans, 
including, 

"Du piscine pour les Olympi- 
ques, 

Pas d'eau pour les assistés 
sociaux." 



The rally was initiated on 
Wednesday by "L'Association 
pour la defense des droits 
sociaux" (ADDS) after the City 
of Montreal shut off the water 
for 19 families of welfare 
recipients in Pointe-Aux- 
Trembles for their refusal to pay 
their water tax. 

mobilizing resistance is that the 
tax places an intolerable burden 
on the budgets of welfar 
recipients already besieged by 
inflation. 

The water tax has also met 
with opposition from the 



Montreal Citizens Movement 
which believes that $67 million 
of the $87 million from this 
year's water tax revenues have 
been used to "finance the follies 
of Drapeau". 

Yesterday's rally attracted the 
attention of several police 
officers (who remained In their 
cars as they did not expect any 
trouble), a CBC news crew, and 
cameraman from "La Presse". 

It did not, however, gain 
recognition from City Hall. The 
mayor's secretary, the City Hall 
' building guards, and the 



Assistant Secretary of Finance 
for the City of Montreal, were 
unaware that a rally had been 
planned. 

On September 10, the City 
published a press release 
stating that it was willing to 
work out arrangments with the 
welfare people. 

Meanwhile, those families 
with their water shut off will 
have to pay $40 to re-establish 
water service. •

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Physics building 
on schedule: Yaffe 



The construction of the Ernest Rutherford Physics Building has been halted by a province-wide 
strike.

A province-wide construction 
strike has halted work on both 
the Rutherford Physics Building 
and the library terrace. 

The Rutherford building was 
scheduled to be finished in early 
spring but, according to Dr. 
Yaffe, the vice-principal of 
administration, construction 
was proceeding so well that a 
mid-February completion date 
was forecast. The main concern 
is that the building be ready for 
the 1977-78 academic year and 
at present there appears to be 
almost no possibility that this 
will be jeopardized. 

As for the terrace, it is only a 
matter of relatively minor 
inconvenience for students. 
When asked why the terrace was 
started so late in the summer 
(August) Dr. Yaffe replied that 
contractors were either not

Another objective set by 
CLDM is to press the 
government for the establish- 
ment of community clinics 
which would operate as birth 
control information centres and 
carry supplies necessary for 
medical examinations. One of 
the major problems with the 
Canadian abortion law as it now 
stands, according to Grace 
Scarabelli of the New Woman 
Centre, is its "discriminatory 
nature." 

Scarabelli explained that only 
middle class women can easily 
obtain abortions. "The poor, 
welfare recipients, and rural 
women have great difficulty in 
finding proper information. 
Only the profit-making organ- 
izations in the States have 
money to advertise widely. This 
forces women who can ill afford 
it to go across the border." 

Only four hospitals in 
Montreal now perform a 
significant number of abor- 
tions. All hospitals are 
encouraged to set up a three- 
member advisory council to 
assess individual cases and 
determine whether or not an 
m abortion" is necessary. Under 
» the law, approval of an advisory 
5 council is a prerequisite for a 
â legal abortion. Many hospitals 

a have not established councils

and therefore are not legally 
allowed to perform abortions. 
The CLDM estimates that less 
than one-fifth of all abortions 
are performed in accredited 
hospitals. 

Abortions cannot be condu- 
ted in smaller organizations 
such as local community 
service centres. Dr. Donna 
Cherniak, of one such centre in 
St. Louis, announced that "Just 
this morning I was approached 
and asked to give an abortion, I 
really wish I could have 
acquiesced." (Jherniak does 
not see why abortions are the 
exclusive right of hospitals and 
went on to laud Morgentaler for 
reporting his findings on 
abortion in medical journals. 

Morgentaler had never tried to 
hide his stand on abortion. 
Other doctors would refer their 
patients to him and as a result of 
the great demand he ceased his 
general practice in 1969 and 
transformed his office into a 
family planning centre. That 
same year he ordered a vacuum 
aspirator set from England and 
has since introduced it as a 
viable means of abortion 
throughout Canada. In 1973 he 
published an article in the 
Canadian Medical Association 
Journal on everything he had 
learned of the vacuum suction 
method of abortion.

The construction strike 
started with electricians walk- 
ing off their jobs In mid-August. 
It spread throughout the 
industry after 71.8% of the 
Quebec Federation of Labour 
(Construction) voted for strike 
action August 27, and walked 
out Sept. 2.

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Carter, Ford star in Walnut Street Waff 1er 



For the estimated 100-million 
lelc-viewers who watched the' 
first debate between President 
Ford and Governor Carter last 
night, the most distinctive 
leature was the endless stream 
of facts and figures. Indeed, the 
high point of an otherwise dull 
90 minutes was the loss of 
sound which disrupted the 
debate for 28 minutes. 

In general, Ford used his 
talent for statistical and minute 
detail to defend his party's 



positions, and, his past 
presidential performance. Car- 
ter presented the visionary 
concept of a neo-Kennedian 
New Frontier, emphasizing 
elficiency, competence, and 
fairness in government. 

Televised from the Walnut 
Street Theatre in Philadelphia, 
the debate was moderated by 
Edwin Newman of NBC News. 
The panel ol reporters consisted 
of Frank Gannon of the Wall 
Street Journal, Elizabeth Drew 



of the New Yorker and Frank 
Reynolds of ABC News. 

The subject of this, the first of 
three debates, was domestic 
policy. The issues covered 
included tax reform, unemploy- 
ment, energy policy, inflation, 
and the economy. Also 
mentioned was the Nixon 
pardon and amnesty. The spirit 
of the debate was polite and . 
subslantive. At no point were 
viewers given colorful displays, 
ol eloquent oratory. 



Carter surprised viewers with 
a comparatively low profile; his 
strategy excluded the use of his 
charisma and famous smile, 
although it had been suggested 
by various pundits that Ford's 
wooden spcech-niaking would 
have made a good target in this 
setting. Although Ford came on 
aggressively, the banter was 
muted by the tedious exchange 
of statistics. In this sense it was 
more like a discussion between 
civil servants than powerful 



politicians. 

The point of a debate of this 
nature is to allow the electorate 
to somehow grasp the "size" of 
the two men. However, last 
night wo were not presented 
with a strong and decisive 
presence from either of these 
men. The next debate, 
scheduled forOctober6at 9:30, 
will bo on foreign policy. 
Hopefully some passion will 
emerge.

God bless the free press 
To the Dally: 

I enjoyed reading the Daily's 
reprint of the article, which 
originally appeared in the Wits 
Student, on government censor- 
ship in South Africa. As the 
Daily notes, the Wits Student 
has been a longtime critic of the 
South African regime. 

Perhaps the Daily will favour 
us now by reprinting an article 
from a student newspaper in the 
Soviet Union or even the 
People's Republic of China on 
government censorship in those 
two socialist republics. Can the 
Dally perhaps uncover for us 
student newspapers or indeed 
any newspapers in those 
countries which are critics of 
the regime? Of course there*are 
no such articles as there are no 
such newspapers. 

There is no problem of press 
censorship in the Soviet Union 
or the People's Republic of 
China simply because there is 
absolutely no freedom of the 
press in those countries. This is 
indeed a profoundly simple yet 
radical solution to the entire 
problem which could serve as a 
shining example to all aspiring 
totalitarian— or should I say 
revolutionary regimes. 

I hold no brief for the 
Government of South Africa, a 
minority government based 
upon the systematic repression 
of the vast majority of its 
Inhabitants. However, if free- 
dom of the press be the criteria 
of judgement, then that 
government is infinitely supe- 
rior to either of the two great 
socialist states of our day. I also 
fail to' understand how 
government-sponsored sexual 
Puritanism in South Africa is 
is taken to be an indication of 
that Government's repressive 
nature while the much severer 
brand of government-spon- 
sored sexual puritanism in the 
People's Republic of China is, 
at least in radical circles, taken 
to be an indication of that 
Government's progressive, ide- 
alistic and revolutionary nature. 
Perhaps the editors of the .Dally 
might 'enlighten me on the 
point. 

As for myself, I am, alas, an 
old-fashioned unreconstituted 
liberal, a lover of freedom and 
"bourgeois" liberties, who 
condemns dictatorships and 
repression whether on the left or 
the right. I condemn torture of 



political dissidents whether it 
takes place in prisons in Chile or 
"psychiatric hospitals" in the 
Soviet Union. Prison camps for 
those who are politically 
"unreliable" do not change their 
character whether they are run 
under the auspices of the old, 
"bad", capitalist Government of 
South Vietnam or the new, 
"good" Communist Govern- 
ment of that country. My views I 
know are hopelessly behind the 
times, Indeed may be profound- 
ly reactionary in character. And 
yet I must confess that in some 
perverse way I am truly proud of 
them."

It is unfortunate that, in the 
front page article headed: 
Science TAs Face Cuts (McGIII 
Daily, Spet. 23) Hilary Rosen- 
berg was not more careful to 
obtain the facts of the matter. 
The filling of knowledge gaps 
with the most plausible of 
hypotheses, though motivated 
by sympathy for the underdog, 
can do more harm than good. 

There'has been no unexpect- 
ed reduction in TA salaries, for 
there has been no reduction. 
There has been no misunder- 
standing between the Science 
Faculty and the Administration 
of the type implied in the article. 
Thedesired increase in funds to 
the Faculty is not to compen- 
sate for an expansion of the TA 
staff this year, but to remove 
inequities in the payment of TAs 
within the Faculty, and to 
institute a much needed faculty- 
wide policy on the support of 
graduate students in Science. 

The case of financial hardship 
to which Professor S.P. Gibbs 
referred in Senate arose less 
from a misunderstanding than 
from overoptimism that the 
proposed scheme would be in 
operation this year. Such 
optimism might be considered 
naive by anyone who has had 
dealings with the McGill 
Administration. Other cases of 
financial hardship result from 
the fact that full load TAs in 
some deparments receive about 
$1000 less than their equiva- 
lents in other departments, and 
funds are not available from 
other sources to offset this 
discrepancy. « The proposals 
were designed to eliminate this 
absurdity and to pave the way 
toward more àooporative plan- 
ning within the Faculty.

The first few days 
To the Dally: 

Alter their Initial week of 
classes, most newcomers have 
begun to experience some of 
the more unpleasant aspects of 
life at McGill. The rude 
awakening to workload, large 
class sizes and the disorganized 
state ot various campus 
facilities has left many students 
both frustrated and depressed. 

Not least among the 
problems encountered at the 
beginning of this academic 
year Is the type of service 
offered by the Bookstore. Those 
students who "enthusiastic- 
ally" went out to the Bronfman 
Building to buy books 
immediately discovered that 
several texts would not be 
available for two to four weeks. 
In some cases, teachers have 
ordered far too few of the 
required textbooks. When 
asked by the students if these 
books would still be required, 
professors stated that all 
responsible university students 
would find ways to get their 
reading done. In other cases 
however, bookstore staff have 
reportedly reduced the quanti- 
ties requested by professors. 

Because of difficulties in 
finding the necessary text- 
books, large numbers of 
students will be turning to the 
MacLennan and Redpath Li- 
braries. This complex will 
become a second home for 
thousands of students in the 
coming months. 

Yet, as has been the case In 
previous years, many will have 
great difficulties In obtaining 
reserve books. In classes of one 
hundred and fifty people or 
more it is not unusual to find 
that there are only eight or ten 
copies of a required reading. 
The reason given for the 
insufficient amount of material 
is of course a perennial 
shortage of funds. In addition, 
when texts can be obtained, 
they can be kept for only three 
hours. This regulation may be 
fair when one considers that 
large numbers of people must 
use the few available copies of a 
specific book or article; but it is 
not very convenient for 
individual students. Readers 
must rapidly absorb the 
material, since note-taking is 
impossible in a mere throe 
hours, especially in a three-hour 
period. Because of demand, 
renewal is difficult and 
red between the offices of the photocopying can be very 
Dean of Science and Vice-Prin- expensive.

books. As one professor 
recently stated, it is perhaps 
most ironic that our Inefficient 
bookstore is situated in the 
same building as the faculty of 
management.

Naylor explains 
To the Daily: 

I read with considerable 
interest your editorial com- 
ments of Thursday, September 
23, 1976, concerning my 
struggles with the University for 
regularization of my contract 
situation. While many bona fide 
points were raised in that 
editorial I think a number ol 
other issues should also be 
subject to discussion and 
debate In the University 
community. 

First, let me concur whole- 
heartedly with the principal 
tenet of your argument that the 
basic problem comes from a 
level of authority above the 
Faculty of Arts. As I rfead the 
evidence, my problems hpve 




expensive. 

One solution is a system 
whereby students can put 
particular articles "on hold". 
This means that when the 
material is returned those who 
reserved the book have first 
priority. Nonetheless, this 
small number of students can 
tie up one copy for nine hours. 

It is no secret that the 
Bookstore showed an impress- 
ive profit last year, with the 
administration being under- 
standably pleased. Lest faculty 
members slap each other on the 
back, congratulate themselves 
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been seriously compounded, if 
not actually initiated, by acts 
taken not by the Dean of the 
Faculty of ARts but by the 
Vice-Principal Academic of the 
University. However, there were 
many acts committed by the • 
Dean of the Faculty which were 
inexcusable. 

You refer in your editorial to 
the possibility that the situation 
is the result of the localized 
power ' struggle within the 
Faculty and the question as to 
whether such a struggle is at all 
germane to the cause of liberal 
arts at McGill. I think it Is for the 
following reasons. 

Thelirst line of defence of any- 
individual in an institutuion as 
corrupt and dishonest as McGill 
University is his ability to force 
those in power to exercise their 
power in a manner consistent 
with precedents and estab- 
lished procedures. Thus my 
case as an individual can't be 
fully abstracted from the 
Department of Economics' 
efforts to force the higher levels 
of authority to exercise their 
power in "absolutely normal 
standard" ways. In a sense I am 
there/ore being used in this 
struggled but this is some- 
thing with which. I completely 
concur. The arbitrary and 
irregular procedures and numer- 
ous contrac 
dictory decisions taken in my 
case by the University 
authorities are a threat to 
everyone employed at McGill. 
There seems to be evidence ol 
an attempt to retroactively 
change ther terms ol contracts 
already approved by the Board 
of Governors. There seesm to be 
evidence of attempts to 
intimidation and blackmail of 
individuals In extremely vulner- 
able positions; and there Is a 
shocking reluctance by Univers- 
ity authorities to live up to their 
responsibilities. 

The outcome of my case is as 
yet in doubt. The University has 
indicated directly to me (by 
itself a most irregular proced- 
ure) that it is prepared to ofler 
me an "absolutely normal 
standard" appointment and I 
have indicated to them that I, of 
course, would be quite happy to 
accept an "absolutely normal 
standard" position. It remains 
to be seen if their definition of 
"absolutely normal standard" is 
identical to my own.
